During the past few years I have been hearing a lot of complaints fran hams 
concerning the difficulty of checking into the CD net or the club station 
at the field day operations, Of course some of these are not justified due 
to a weak signal etc, However, Hany of these complaints are valid, It has 
been my experience to observe that some operators at the CD control station 
or on field day operations are in need of some guidance in good operating 
techniques, We are not trying to discourge anybody from taking active part 
in these endeavors, because we are gratefull for all the assistance we can 
get, Dut if we are going to stimmlate more CD and FD activity we must 
improve our operating mannerse ; 
The biggest failing of many operators is the proper use of a reciever, They 
will call CQ FD etc, amd then standby for calls without checking to make 
sure the reciever is tuned to the trensmitter frequency. Some operators 
tune the reciever to the transmitter frequency but never rock the reciever

tuning above anc below the frequency whea they standby for answers to their 
CQts, On Six and Two Meters It is o good pratice to tune several hund-ed KC 
above and below the trenanitting frequency after first checking the transmitter 
frequency for stations that are calling vou, The need for this practice on 
Six arid Two is the fact that there are many crystecl controled rigs on these 
bands, I have also noticeé that not all of the Gonset rigs are on the seme 
frequeney even though they all have 8080 KC crystclis in them, When operating 
ham geer other than your own it is always necessary to have someone check 

you out thet is familar with its cperation, This is especilly true at field 
day, Not only will you make a let more’ centacts fer points but also avoid 
possibly damage to sonecne's ecuipment, 

Sinee we are on the subject of operating technique etc, IT have heard hams 
call CC or amwror 2 CQ for what seems to be ferover and then give their call 
ONLY once and standby for someone to anster than, It ig net necessary te 
repent the other hans call too often heecuse he can usualiy ero e his call 
through a lot more GRE and ORN then ycur call, So TLGISm repeat your om 

eall several tines using good phenctics th.t have been proven ‘for mony yearSe 
Some of the phenetics devised recently by tre military are not elways best fa 
amateur operstic.s,
